Even in Geneva it ſelfe, according as it is related in 
the inlargement of Boterus by Robert TIohnſon, All | 
honeſt exerciſes, ſhooting in Peeces, Long- 
Bowes, Crofle-Bowes,8:c. are uſed on the Sab- 
bath day, and that both in the morning, before 
and after the Sermon , neither doe the Mini- 
ſters finde fault therewith, ſo that they hinder 
not from hearing of the Word at the time ap- 
pointed. Dancing indeed they do not ſuffer , but 
this not in relation to the Sunday , but the Sport 
it ſelfe, nhich is held unlawful, and generally 

forbidden in the French Churches. Which ftrid-
